The Supreme Court In the lottery case 
divided 5 to 4 upon the Government’s 
contention that Congress has. authority 
to prohibit inter-State traffic in lottery 
tickets. If a stetute. prohibiting inter- 
State commerce. in, the products of a 
trust or combination should ever come 
before the court,\and if even ore of the 
five majority Judges should then. hold 
the opinion that the reasoning in the lot- 
tery case which applied te guilty mer- 
chandise was inepplicable to innocent 
merchandise, the constitutionality of the 
statute would not be affirmed. The de- 
cision would then be 5 ta,4 the other 
way. But all speciilation as to what the 
court might hold as to a law which Con- 
gress may never pass is wholly in the 
air. The views of Judge Dar upon the 
constitutional power of Congress to reg- 
ulate inter+-State commerce are a subject 
of interest. He is a new member Of the 
court. The theory is already advanced 
that the President, despairing of .@ con- 
stitutional amendment to enlarge the 
powers of Congress, has put Judge Dar 
upon the bench in order .to secure from 
the court a decision to hig liking. It.is to 
be remembered, however, that the gen- 
eral opinion is that in appointing Judge 
Dar he has made good én ‘assurance 
given by President McKINLEY.

The fact that the venerable PARK» 


GopwWwIin yesterday celebrated his eighty- 
seventh birthday, though the celebration 
itself was purely social and private, is 
excuse for noting the peculiar and hon- 


érable career of the veteran journalist; 


publicist, and writer and the obligations 
under which he has placed his country. 
Mr. Gopwin, born on the morrow of 
the wat of 1812 and coming to his ma- 
jority in the Presidency of JoHN QuINCY 
ADAMS, has béen a witness of and partic- 
ipant in‘a very long series of important 
developments in the life of the Nation, 
both political and literary. He was oné 
of the editors and contributors 6f the old 
Putnam's Magazine, and was. intimately 
associated with the group of brilliant 
writers who did so much for letters in 











this country in the second half of ‘the 


last century. It was in this magazine, if 
our. recollection serves us rightly, that 
he outlined, on the eve of the first Na- 
tional canvases of the Republican Party, 
the principles on which it was organized 
and which were steadily pursued by it to 
uitimate triumph. But Mr. GopwiIn dur- 
ing his subsequent service on The Post 
never supported the protectionist policy 
of the party and never spared ite eviis 
and absurdities when that policy became 
more important than the delimitation 
of slavery, which was the original pur- 
pose of the party. He was a free-soil and 
a War Democrat, working with the Re- 
publicans only for what he regarded as 
the dominant principle. 

Mr. Gopwin has always taken: a keen 
and active intérest in literature, in art, 
and in music, and has rendered syibstan- 
tial service to the advancement of ail 


three. He has possessed—and we are 


happy -to be able to say possesses—re- 
markable gifts as an orator, which have 
been exercised to the delight and the in- 
struction of his fellow-citizens on many 
occasions, Those who can recall His ad- 
dress on Kossurs and the one on Gonak 
Witoram Curtis, with both of whom he 
was on terms of intimacy, have had a 
pleasure of a very high order, which 16

Education Board Adopts-Tenth Avenue 
and 59th Street Location After 
Strenuous. Opposition. 


“It is a criminal. waste ofthe. city’s 
money and a monument to the ill-judgment 
of those who knowingly vote for it.” 

Thus spoke Commissioner William Lum- 
mis last night at a meeting of the Board of 
Education in the course of a debate re- 
garding the report of the Committee on 
High Schools and Training Schools as to 
building the new De Witt Clinton High 
School. on the site at Tenth Avenue, Fifty- 
eighth and Fifty-ninth Streets. 

Owing to the constant opposition to the 
site ever since its purchase six years ago 
by the city for $271,000, the report was 
made a special order for last night's meet- 
ing. Almost every Commissioner present 
took part in the debate which followed, and 
the resolution to build was ffihally carried 
with 27 votes registered in the affirmative 
and 8 in the negative. 

Commissioner Lummis, in opposing the 


erection of the school on the Fifty-ninth 
Street site, said that not only were the 
ye one surroundings of the most distaste- 
obnoxious kind, but he’ showed 
aaa of proposed cha s in the street 
which ncluded @ tunnel ough the cen- 
tre, a freight Revor overhead railroad, 
and the proposed widening of the Street. 
Fifty-ninth Street.was destined to become 
one of the main. businéss arteries of the 
city, he said, and instead of the present 
uisances, such as gas houses and railroads 
being abated, they wvuld in the very near 
future be greatly increased... The present 
site could eS sold by the.city at no great 
loss and a new a could be purchased in 
a few months’ 

Commissioner atame said that the board 
was only wasting time in debate. The city 
had lost $60,000 now as interest on the 
money used in purchasing the site, and the 
all-important question was ‘‘ to build, or 
not to. build.” e had talked. to the Mayor 
regarding the site, he said, and the Mayor 
had expressed himself as being perfectly 
familiar with the location of the site, and 
could see no valid reason for rejecting it.
